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Some cases near closing point in process 
Elba City Council hears 
‘update on flood buyout

During the Elba City 
Council meeting held Mon- 
day evening, April 27, via 
teleconference, code en- 
forcement officer Bryson 
Dear updated the council on 
the FEMA flood buyout 
project underway. This con- 
cerns the December 2015 
Christmas flood in Elba. 

Dear said the buyout 
phase was still focused on 
the first batch of homes, 
which began with 15. He 
said that nine of the 15 were 
active cases at that time. 

For those nine, Dear said 
the title searches had been 
completed, and appraisals 
would hopefully be done by 
the end of last week. 

As for the other six cases 
in that first batch, Dear said 
two had officially with- 
drawn from the buyout, and 
four others were still ques- 
tionable as to whether the 
homeowners would partici- 
pate or not. He said he tries 
to give those he is in contact

with some leeway on their 
decision-making because he 
realizes this is a difficult 
decision for the home- 
owners. 

“Once we close on these 
{homes being purchased 
through the buyout], we can 
look at the interior of the 
homes,” Dear said. “The 
city’s street department is 
going to help with the dem- 
olitions as much as pos- 
sible.” 

He said once a buyout 
goes through the closing 
process, the city has a 90- 
day period for demolition, 
according to FEMA guide- 
lines. 

He said after all this 
moves forward with the first 
buyouts, it would allow him 
to have a better idea of 
when to start on the next 
batch of homes in the 
buyout program. 

“If we can get our offers 
out there [to the home- 
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assisted the Opp Fire Department with this structure fire

Elba FD call volume more than 
doubles the norm during April 


The Elba Fire Depart- 
ment, a 100 percent vol- 
unteer department, 
answered 39 calls for help 
during the month of April. 

According to information 
released by the department, 
it regularly maintains a 
roster of 16-20 members. 
The 39 calls answered in 
April is more than double 
the norm for the department. 

“Even during adverse 
weather, the ongoing health 
pandemic, and the Easter 
holiday, your firefighters 
were out day and night serv- 
ing the citizens of our com- 
munity and our neighbors,” 
said Elba Fire Lt. Jonathon 
Farmer. “During our two 
separate severe weather 


events I personally wit- 
nessed crews out for more 
than seven hours straight 
each time answering calls 
for service such as trees on 
houses, trees across the 
road, trees on power lines, 
fire alarms, and motor ve- 
hicle accidents. During 
those times most of our 
crews reached the point they 
had been up for more than 
24 hours without sleep, had 
damage or a mess to clean 
up at home, and several had 
to work the next morning.” 

However, he said no call 
went unanswered. 

Farmer added that the de- 
partment also provided aid 
to neighboring departments 
on several occasions. 


New Brockton Town Council approves 
ordinance dealing with senior center 


The New Brockton Town 
Council met Monday even- 
ing, May 4, for the regular 
monthly meeting with lim- 
ited attendance due to the 
social distancing require- 
ments associated with the 
COVID-19 pandemic. 

During the meeting, the 
council approved minutes 
from the April council meet- 
ing, and received a financial 
report from city clerk Deb- 
bie Andrews. 

Also, council members 
entertained the second read 


of a town ordinance that 
would allow for the new 
senior center director to be 
added to the signature card 
at the bank for the senior 
center account. The ordi- 
nance was first read during 
the April council meeting. 

This motion passed to ap- 
prove the ordinance.

Last week, Alabama 
Governor Kay Ivey and the 
Alabama Department of 
Public Health (ADPH) an- 
nounced a new statewide 
coronavirus emergency 
health order. 

The Safer-at-Home order 
went into effective April 30 
at 5 p.m. and continues until 
5 p.m. on Friday, May 15th. 

The current order relaxed 
a previous health order re- 
garding individuals, em- 
ployers, retailers, beaches 
and medical procedures. 

“This gradual reopening 
helps keep family members 
safe,” state health officer 
Dr. Scott Harris said. “Most 
importantly, we need to pro- 
tect the most vulnerable 
people in our society.” 

Under the Safer-at-Home 
health order, individuals are 
encouraged to exercise per- 
sonal responsibility but are 
not ordered to stay home to 
prevent the spread of 
COVID-19. Public places 


are to take reasonable steps 
to avoid gatherings of 10 
persons or more, maintain 
six feet of separation be- 
tween persons, and disinfect 
frequently used items and 
surfaces. 


All non-work related 
gatherings of 10 persons or 
more, or non-work related 
gatherings of any size that 
cannot maintain a consistent

Gulf of Mexico beaches 
are open, but gatherings of 
10 persons or more or other 
gatherings of any size that 
cannot maintain a consistent 
six-foot distance between 
persons, are prohibited. 

Effective also with the 
current order, dental, medi- 
cal or surgical procedures 
are allowed unless the State 
Health Officer or his desig- 
nee determines that per- 
forming such procedures 
would unacceptably reduce 
access to personal protec- 

“tive equipment or other re- 
sources needed to diagnose 
and treat COVID-19. 

Earlier health orders con- 
cerning non-work related 
gatherings and higher risk 
businesses in Alabama such 
as entertainment venues, 
athletic facilities and close- 
contact service providers re- 
main in effect. Also 
unchanged are orders re- 
garding senior citizen 
centers, educational institu- 
tions and child day care fa- 
cilities, hospitals and 
similar institutions. Orders 
pertaining to on-premise 
consumption of food or 
drink at restaurants, bars 
and breweries remain in ef- 
fect. 

Under the order, individ- 
uals, especially vulnerable 
persons, continue to be en- 
couraged to exercise per- 
sonal responsibility in 
slowing the spread of 
COVID-19 by _ staying 
home and following good 
sanitation practices. These 
include:

Council members thanked 
Dear for his work on the 
project, and said they would 
like to see this move forward 
as quickly as possible as 
well because those awaiting 
the buyouts had been wait- 
ing for several years now for 
the project to get to this 
point.

Professor points out 13 behaviors to 
adopt as society battles COVID-19 


As society continues its battle against COVID-19, a 
health researcher at Ball State University recommends 
behaviors to adapt to avoid illness. 

“Our society is more diverse than ever, and we have 
developed a tolerance for a variety of behaviors due to 
greater amalgamation of cultures, traditions, etiquettes, 
and norms,” said Jagdish Khubchandani, a health science 
professor. “In general, we tend to ignore unhealthy and 
unsanitary behaviors in the guise of other peoples’ choice, 
personality type, family habits, or culture. 

He added, “During and after the current pandemic cri- 
sis, we need greater awareness, collective action, and 
common civic behaviors driven by scientific evidence on 
transmission of emerging infectious disease agents such 
as coronaviruses. We must also not hesitate from educat- 
ing or questioning family members, colleagues, and the 
general public on behaviors that pose danger to self and 
the society.” 

Given the current evidence on mechanisms of transmis- 
sion and action of COVID-19, Khubchandani offers up 
13 behaviors and habits to be embraced: 

¢ Take regular showers. While people are sheltering in 
place, some may neglect daily routines, but showering is 
a must because COVID-19 can live on surfaces for days. 

* Keep your clothes clean, Don’t wear the same clothes 
for many days. Do laundry frequently. 

* Stop nail biting, thumb sucking, and rubbing eyes. 

* Stop scratching your head, face, or body. 

* Wash fruits and vegetables, and avoid eating them im- 
mediately in aisles, stores, or car. 

* Don’t litter the inside and around your house. This 
could increase risk for household members, while littering 
around the community can burden the sanitation workers. 
Recent instances of people throwing used masks and 
gloves in public places will increase risk for waste man- 
agement workers and trash pickers. 

¢ Clean your car. Dispose of leftovers and edibles, trash, 
masks, and gloves. 

* Maintain hygiene while growing your hair, beard, or 
nails or using hair and face accessories. 

* Cover your face when you sneeze or cough. 

¢ Wash your hands after using restrooms, coming back 
from public places, after grocery shopping, pumping gas, 
using elevators, or using high traffic door knobs or elec- 
tric switches. 

¢ Clean your desk space, cell phone, and computer de- 
vices. 

* Don’t rely on carryout or delivery as your sole source 
of food for every meal every day, and be sure to eat 
enough and consume healthy foods. 

* Don’t reuse wipes, masks, gloves, and personal care 
devices without cleaning them.

ing such therapy. 

Any persons who have 
tested positive for COVID- 
19 other than the institution- 
alized are to be quarantined 
to their residence for 14 
days, or other period of time 
as directed by the state 
health officer or his desig- 
nee, after receiving positive 
test results. Quarantined 
persons may not leave their 
residence for any reason 
other than to seek necessary 
medical treatment.

Pastor’s Corner

Timber! 

My dad always loved his yard. He took great pride in having what he considered to be 
one of the best looking yards in the neighborhood. Actually, he came by it honestly; my 
grandfather had quite the green thumb and enjoyed yard work greatly. My grandfather used 
words like “mulch” and “aerate” when he talked about his yard and his eyes would light up. 
My dad had been groomed to be an expert in the area of lawn maintenance and he definitely 
had not been a disappointment. 

Dad spent many hours in the yard on Saturdays and on days off. There was grass to be 
cut, raked, fertilized, and/or watered. Shrubs had to be trimmed and azaleas had to be 
trenched around. Then there were things like herbicide and insecticide, which did God only 
knows what to weeds and bugs, that had to be spread or sprayed on plants and bushes. There 
was always something that could be done in the yard if there was time to spare. 

Yard work was my father’s way of unwinding from the stresses of practicing medicine. It 
was a chance to be by himself for a while, and he enjoyed the release. Being in the ministry 
and the father of four, I now understand full well what an escape yard work can be, When 
I was young, however, I tried to be scarce when Dad was working in the yard. Of course, 
that was just the way he wanted it, until I was old enough to push a lawnmower. 

We had a pretty large corner lot in a wooded neighborhood so we had lots of grass and 
lots of trees. For a while my dad had a pretty good system going. My brother and I would 
weed-eat and cut the grass while my dad would supervise. For one person it was an all day 
project, but with two it could be done on a Saturday morning leaving, the afternoon free. 

After my brother went to college my dad changed his strategy. We got two lawnmowers 
and he and I could cut at the same time, thus reducing the time. This worked well for a few 
years, but, as I got older and involved in more activities, Dad ended up doing more and more 
of the work himself. Once again, a strategy change was necessary. After much deliberation 
my father made a monumental decision, The time had come to buy a riding lawnmower. 

My dad’s buying a riding lawnmower was like the Beatles making a disco album. I never 
thought he would bring himself to break down and get one. I think he thought it was lazy to 
ride while you cut grass. Whatever the case, Dad had made his mind up and there was no 
stopping him. It was time! 

I went with him to Sears to pick out his new mower. I figured I might be using it some 
and I wanted to see what we were getting. He looked rather unimpressed with some of the 
larger tractor style mowers that I liked. I wanted “power,” not maneuverability. Dad, ho- 
wever, wanted something that would be easier to handle around all our trees, so he picked a 
smaller, less tractor-looking mower. It was more like a seat on top of a motor with a steering 
wheel and blade underneath. 

I was a little afraid of what the neighbors might say about our strange looking riding lawn- 
mower as they cut their yards atop their lawn tractors. Frankly, ours looked a little sissy. 
Dad liked it though, and that was what was important. He would be the one they saw on it 
most of the time anyway. Maybe I could use it at night. 

My next-door neighbor John Pegues (his dad had a lawn tractor) and I were playing in the 
yard a few days later when the Sears truck pulled into the driveway. We watched as they 
unloaded the strange looking little red machine. | heard the sarcasm in John’s voice as he 
said, “That thing sure looks different than my dad’s.” “Yea, well, we got more trees than 
y’all do,” I said in a desperate attempt to save face, but I knew he was right. 

My dad excitedly filled it up with gas and cranked it up. It was loud, which made me feel 
a little better. I don’t know what might have been said if it had been quiet on top of odd 
looking. Dad hopped on and began to ride around the yard. It did maneuver well, no question 
about it. He dropped the blade and began to cut a little to see how it looked. He was pleased 
with the beautiful strip of cut grass that stretched out behind him. In fact, he was so pleased 
with what was behind him he forgot to look ahead of him. He ran right into one of our lob- 
lolly pine trees. Quickly jarred back into reality, he tried to remember how to stop this ma- 
chine he was riding. As Dad frantically tried to get the mower out of gear, the front end 
began to inch up the trunk of the tree. John stared wide eyed as my dad’s riding lawnmower 
came close to vertical while hearing my dad curse loudly as he tried to stop the runaway ma- 
chine. 

When Dad finally stopped the mower and got it out of the tree, I puffed my chest up 
proudly and said to John, “I bet your dad’s lawnmower won't do that”. John never made 
fun of my dad’s mower again. Dad used that mower for several years after that, but he never 
spent much time looking behind him; he kept his eyes on where he was headed. 

Jesus had a little to say about looking where we have been. “No one who puts his hand 
to the plow and looks back is fit for service in the kingdom of God.” (Luke 9:62) In other 
words, our purpose as Christians should be in front of us. We can’t do anything about what 
is behind, us whether it is good or bad. However, we have the power through Him to do 
something with the future.
